NEW YORK (AP) — Teen- 


agers in general think cigarettes 
are dangerous, but social pres- 
sures push four out of 10 into 
smoking 
them, a new study 


finds. 


The teen years are crucial in 


the decision whether to smoke, 
the survey says. The greatest 
influence 
toward 
smoking is 


their friends, but many young- 
sters might choose not to smoke 
if parents, teachers, doctors and 
other adults set better exam- 
ples, it adds. 


The national survey of 1,562 


teen-agers found that 65 per 
cent of smokers and 86 per cent 
of nonsmokers believe ciga- 
rettes 'cause lung cancer. 


About half the smokers and 70 


per cent of nonsmokers think it 
is "definitely or probably true" 
that cigarette smoking triples 
the risk of premature heart at- 
tack. 


Young smokers said they did 


so because it "makes you feel 
like a big shot . . . makes you 
look' olde'r /'.'.makes you 'feel 
like one of the crowd," or that 
smoking 
relaxed them when 


they felt nervous, or helped 
when they were bored or de- 
pressed. Far more boys than 
girls 
thought smoking made 


them more attractive sexually. 


The study conducted by Lle- 


berman Research, 
Inc., last 


March and April was sponsored 
by the American Cancer Society 
with the findings released today 
at the society's annual meeting. 


Each teen-ager 
was inter- 


viewed for about an hour. One 
third were 13 or 14 years old, 
another third 15 or 16, the rest 
17 or 18. 


Teen-agers 
are 50 per cent 


more likely to smoke if the ad- 
ults, parents, teachers and oth- 
ers with whom they come In 
contact are smokers, but are al- 
most 100 per cent more likely to 
smoke if their friends, brothers 
and sisters smoke, the study 
finds. 


The Youngsters 
are 
very 


much aware of cigarette com- 
mercials, and the antismoklng 
messages being broadcast or 
printed, but see far more of the 
commercials for cigarettes, the 
survey says. 


Another finding Is that "a 


teen-ager Is less apt to smoke If 
he has good rapport with his 
parents and they smoke, than if 
his parents don't smoke but he 
had bad rapport with them." 


Teen-age smokers "are more 


adventurous, more experimen- 
tal, 
more anxiety-ridden and 


more prone to reject the values 
of the Establishment. Smokers 
more than nonsnioHers describe, 
themselves as1 ne'rvous, frustrat- 
ed, depressed, rebellious, reck- 
less, sexy, swingers, liking to 
live dangerously, living for the 
moment, and wanting to try 
new things."

was already dead when his ab- 
ductors demanded $12,500 ran- 
som, Brazilian police say. 


Authorities said Patrick Do- 


lan, 18*year»old son of the vice 
president of Swift and Co. of 
Brazil, was kidnaped by two 
men while on his way to school 
last Thursday and was shot and 
buried on their farm a few 
miles west of the city. 


Police kept the kidnaping se* 


cret in hopes of recovering the 
youth alive. But they found his 
body Wednesday and later an- 
nounced the arrest of Jose Dlas 
Rezende and his 25-year-old son, 
Jose Daniel Dias Rezende, an 
acquaintance 
of the victim. 


They were charged with the kid- 
nap-slaying. 


Officers said one or both of 


the kidnapers picked up Dolan 
in a car as he waited for a bus 
to take him to the American 
School, where he was a senior. 
After killing him, police said, 
the Rezendes contacted his fa- 
ther, Richard J. Dolan, .and de- 
manded the $12,500 ransom. 


Dolan, following instructions 


in notes and telephone calls, left 
the money in his car at a Sao 
Paulo cemetery. The kidnapers 
did not pick it up and later In- 
structed him to put it in a gar- 
bage can near the city airport. 


Dolan complied, and the kid- 


napers apparently retrieved the 
money from the garbage can. 
They asked Monday for a sec- 
ond payment of $12,500, but did 
not say where to leave It and 
made no further contact with 
the family. 


Police arrested the younger 


Rezende Tuesday night. They 
said he confessed, told them 
where they could find the body, 
and implicated Ms father. Offi- 
cers arrested the father 
late 


Wednesday. 


The youth's body probably 


will be flown to Kansas City, 
Mo., a consulate spokesman 
said. He said the family has rel- 
atives in Kansas City and St.

HONOLULU (AP) - If Vice 


President Splro T. Agnew keeps 
up his criticism of antiwar dem- 
onstrators "he may find himself 
being boomed for president be- 
fore it's even his turn," Sen. 
Barry Goldwater said today. 


In his prepared keynote ad- 


dress to the Western States Re- 
publican Conference, the unsuc- 
cessful 1964 GOP presidential 
candidate said Agnew's strong 
attacks on the peace movement 
leaders express "the sentiment 
of the vast, overwhelming ma- 
jority of the American people." 


Goldwater said the vice presi- 


dent was "accurate and pene- 
trating" In calling the antiwar 
demonstration leaders "impu- 
dent 
snobs" and should be 


praised, not vilified. 


"The vice president's crime, 


it seems, was to describe an ef- 
fete corps of impudent snobs as 
'an effete corps of impudent 
snobs,' " Goldwater said. 


"When a liberal makes any 


kind 
of 
outlandish 
charge 


against his nation or his Presi- 
dent, It Is taken as a proper ex- 
ercise in the right of free speech 
and a legitimate expression of 
political dissent," he said. 


"However, if a conservative 


or a supporter of the Nixon ad- 
ministration vigorously attacks 
an activity which is undermin- 
ing an American military effort, 
he automatically becomes 'irre- 
sponsible' and 'intemperate' in 
the view of the leftist media," 
he added. 


Goldwater spoke of an Agnew 


for President boorn in the last 
paragraph of a speech in which 
he called for Republicans to 
unite behind President Nixon 
and the Republican administra- 
tion's Vietnam policy. 


He also had his own charac- 


terization of participants in anti- 
war demonstrations: 


"Many 
of them 
are 
con- 


cerned, warm-hearted but, I be- 
lieve, misguided Americans who 
sincerely want an end to the 
war and bloodshed in Southeast 
Asia. 


"A few, I susp.'d, are veiy 


sick people. Their ailment can 
be described as 'delerium trea- 
son.'" 


He said critics of President 


Nixon's policy may be pressing 
their luck. 


"I believe they may well dis- 


cover in weeks to come that 
there is one thing the American 
people resent much more than 
the Vietnam war and that is the 
disi uption of schools and public 
dem mstiations."

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— Why are the Apollo 12 astro- 
nauts 
and eight other crews 


going back to the moon in the 
next three years? 


The main goal is scientific ex- 


ploration—to unlock secrets of 
the origin of the moon, and per- 
haps the earth and the universe. 
Is It worth the risk? 


The three astronauts who will 


fly Apollo 12—Charles Conrad 
Jr., Alan L. Bean and Richard 
F. Gordon Jr.—agreed in pri- 
vate interviews that it is. 


"Apollo 11 proved that man 


can land on the moon," Conrad 
said.

I have big white spots on my 
teeth. They look awful and 
I'm 
too embarrassed 
to 


smile. I'm 15 years old— 
Gay S. 


DEAR GAY: White spots 


on teeth, sometimes called 
white opaque spots, can be 
freakish if they're large and 
well-pronounced. 
Especially 


if your teeth show with even 
minimal movements of the 
lips. 


What causes white opaque 


spots, or amelogenesis im- 
perfecta as the book calls it,? 


No one really knows but 


it's obvious that it's caused 
by some disturbance in for- 
mation of enamel structure 
and may occur as early as 
the first trimester of intra- 
uterine life. 


Except for t h e i r color, 


white spots on teeth usually 
have a texture similar to the 
rest of the enamel. But they 
can be soft and chalky, and 
extend deep into the enamel 
structure. 


What to do about them? 


About the only satisfactory 
cosmetic 
treatment 
is to 


cover them with porcelain 
caps. I know it seems like a 
crime to cover perefectly 
healthy teeth with porcelain 
caps, but isn't that a mere 
trifle c o m p a r e d to what 
women will do to beautify 
themselves? 


DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: 


I recently had a permanent 
bridge placed in my mouth 
where I had a tooth missing 
from an extraction. I've been 
back to the dentist many 
times 
for "adjusting 
the 


bite" but it still feels funny. 
It doesn't hurt, and I can 
chew on it very well but it 
doesn't feel natural. What 
do you suppose is the matter 
with it, or me?~A Female 
Reader. 


DEAR FEMALE Reader: 


Usually when a permanent 
(fixed) bridge "doesn't feel 
natural," it isn't natural. 
That is, the shape of the 
dummy tooth and crowns 
which support the bridge, 
are not similar to the shape

of your natural teeth. While 
most patients get used to the 
change in tooth contours 
after s o m e time, other 
patients find it continually 
annoying. 


If this is i n d e e d the 


trouble, it's possible your 
dentist can r e s h a p e the 
crowns without removing the 
bridge.

Now that mortgage frionev 


is almost impossible to find, 
aftd terribly expensive when 
it is, orte reasonable answer 
for the family that needs a 
bigger and better house is 
remodeling. 


Remodeling also has its 
problems, of course. You'll 
need to borrow for that, too, 
but such a short term loan 
Should be less difficult to 
find. But borrowing aside, 
you will also have to locate 
—and deal with—a contrac- 
tor. 


This may or may not be 


a pleasant experience. Thou* 
sands of capable small busi- 
nessmen find contracting a 
good way to make a living. 
Unfortunately, a minority of 
contractors find it a fine way 
to whipsaw a customer who 
needs work done but knows 
little of the procedures. 


There is no positive method 


for keeping out of trouble 
with contractors, but there 
are things you can do to im- 
prove the odds: 


• Learn the b u s i n e § s— 


This may sound like a tall 
order, but your best defense 
against being flimflammed is 
to be able to speak the lan- 
guage. Actually, it isn't as 
tough as it sounds. Maga- 
zines and books are full of 
articles on remodeling, and 
a few nights at the library 
will give you a w o r k i n g 
knowledge of procedures. 


You need not become an 


expert. The important part 
is to be able to discuss the 
job intelligently and to be 
able to spot a man who deals 
in diversions and platitudes 
rather than facts. 


• Know y o u r man—You 


will never b e c o m e expert 
enough to beat a man at his 
own game, so your next de- 
fense is to make sure he en- 
joys a d e c e n t reputation. 
Checking him out will take 
time but is worth it. 


Ask him for a list of at 


least 10 of his past cus- 
tomers. You needn't ask all 
of them about their experi- 
ence, but you want to avoid 
talking to only one or two 
favorites that he may want 
to put in your path: 
*; . ! ; 


Check him out at the bank, 


too. Much to their embar- 
rassment, banks often find 
themselves in the m i d d l e 
when remodeling projects go 
astray. Few banks will come 
right out and d e n o u n c e a 
contractor, but you may be 
able to discern a lack of en- 
thusiasm for a man when his 
name is mentioned. 


• Get it in writing—It 


doesn't take much of an 
imagination to be able to 
visualize the variety of mis- 
understandings possible in a 
remodeling job. This makes 
it,imperative that you have 
a written contract spelling 
out the scope and nature of 
the work to be done. This is 
best done in two parts. The 
first is a set of simple plans, 
drawn either by the contrac- 
tor or by an architect. The 
second is a list of specifica- 
tions. 


"Specs," as t h e y are 


called, list the quantity and 
grade of all materials to be 
used in the job. This is im- 
portant since a builder can 
save 10 or 15 per cent on 
materials by using utility 
grades. Here a g a i n , your 
earlier study at the library 
will aid a great deal in help- 
ing you to understand this 
procedure. 


• Watch the c h a n g e s — 


Nothing will run a cost esti- 
mate past its boundaries as 
fast as last-minute changes. 
A good contractor arranges 
and paces a job according to 
what has to be done.

AT&T said details of the cuts 


will be made known in the near 
future. But the $150 million re- 
duction could mean about a 3 
per cent drop in the average 
phone bill for interstate calls, 


The FCC said the $150 million 


reduction follows from a recent- 
ly completed 
review 
of the 


phone company's financial sta- 
tus, made by the commission, 
Bell officials and outside ex- 
perts. 


The $87 million savings offsets 


an identical increase in rates 
granted AT&T for users of such 
large commercial facilities as 
Telpak and Teletypewriter ex- 
change— TWX. 


The last interstate long dis- 


tance rate cut was ordered by 
the FCC in 1967 when tiie costs 
were cut a total of $120 million. 
AT&T said this will be the 
eighth such drop in the last 10 
years.

— The Apollo 12 astronauts hope 
to find out today whether they 
will be able to treat the earth- 
lings to live color television of 
their moon walk.

If the camera fails, Conrad 


and Bean will carry a black and 
white camera like the one used 
by the Apollo 11 moonwalkers in 
July. 


During an earlier test, black 


lines cut through the color pic- 
ture. 
The camera since has 


been modified in the hope of 
eliminating this interference. 


Meanwhile, preparations for 


the Nov. 14 launch progressed 
smoothly, with astronauts Con- 
rad, Bean and Richard F. Gor- 
don Jr., planning to spend much 
of the time in space simulators. 


Gordon is to orbit the moon in 


the Yankee Clipper 
command 


ship while his companions fly 
the lunar lander called Intrepid 
to the surface Nov. 19. 


Conrad and Bean are to spend 


311.4 hours on the moon, with 
each man set to log about seven 
hours exploring outside, deploy- 
ing scientific instruments and 
collecting rocks.

Center reported, "We are in bet- 
ter shape with respect to Apollo

CHICAGO (AP) - Judge Ju- 


lius J. Hoffman has sentenced 
Black Panther leader Bobby G, 
Seale to four years in prison for 
contempt of court during the 
trial of eight men on conspiracy 
charges. 


A mistrial was declared in the 


case of Seale, but the trial of the 
other seven men accused of con- 
spiring to cross state lines and 
disrupt the 1968 Democratic Na- 
tional Convention by inciting 
riots moved into its seventh 
week. 


Judge Hoffman acted Wednes- 


day after a long series of out- 
bursts by Seale which at one 
point prompted the judge to 
have the defendant brought in 
bound and gagged. 


The conflict between Seale 


and Judge 
Hoffman 
revolved 


about Seale's contention that 
William M. Kunstler, represent- 
ing other defendants, was not 
his lawyer and that he had the 
right to defend himself. 


Judge Hoffman cited 16 spe- 


cific instances where Seale in- 
terrupted proceedings and sen- 
tenced him to three months in 
prison for each incident. He also 
set April 23 for Seale's trial on 
the riot conspiracy charge.
